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JAILED: Jordan Horner

A TEENAGER has been jailed 
after attacking a man who chal¬ 
lenged him and two others who 
were planning to steal from a food 
store in Southend. 

Jordan Homer, 19, of no fixed 
address, was handed a 40 month 
jail term for grievous bodily harm 
when he was sentenced at Southend 
Crown Court on Tuesday, June 4. 

He also received a concurrent 
four month sentence for actual bod¬ 
ily harm. 

Horner knocked the man to the 
ground and kicked him on the floor 
outside Sainsbury’s in Southchurch 
Road, on Sunday, March 5 2017. 

The attack left the man with num¬ 
erous injuries, including a bleed on 
the brain and a fractured eye socket. 

The victim and his girlfriend 
had been out when they stopped 
at the Sainsbury’s store at around 
10.20pm on the night of the inci¬ 
dent. 

He overheard Horner, Liam 
Spearman and a third person talk 
about stealing from the shop. 

He alerted staff members as 
Spearman, now 18, of West Road, 
Shoebury, picked up a case of beer 
and put it under his jacket. 

Spearman was stopped by three 
staff members while the victim was 


outside with Homer and the other 
suspect. 

Homer then assaulted the victim 
and punched a staff member in the 
face a number of times. 

They all ran off and Spearman 
was arrested that night, while 
Homer was arrested by an Essex 
Police special constable in April 
2017. 

The member of staff who was 
attacked suffered swelling to his 
nose and bmises to his face. 


Spearman, also sentenced at 
Southend Crown Court on June 4, 
received an 18 month jail term sus¬ 
pended for two years for affray and 
a three months suspended sentence 
for theft. 

He was ordered to complete 200 
hours unpaid work and 60 days 
rehabilitation activity requirement. 

Homer and Spearman, who plead¬ 
ed guilty to the charges against 
them, will both pay a victim sur¬ 
charge and the victim will receive 


a High Sheriff cash reward for his 
actions. 

Investigating officer PC Neil 
Utley, of Southend CID, said: “The 
victim had been out for the night 
when he overheard three teenagers 
planning their crime. 

“He told shop workers and wait¬ 
ed as Spearman attempted to steal 
alcohol. Homer then, without warn¬ 
ing, carried out a violent attack on 
the man, repeatedly kicking him 
while he was laying on the floor. 

“Homer, Spearman and a third 
youth continued to remain in the 
area before a shop worker was also 
assaulted. 

“I would like to praise the victims 
for their bravery. One of the men 
suffered serious injuries, including 
a bleed to the brain, and he has 
showed courage to try and over¬ 
come both emotional and physical 
trauma. 

“I hope this outcome and the 
court reward offers some form of 
justice. 

“Horner and Spearman were 
juveniles when they carried out 
their attack but have been sen¬ 
tenced as men in court and can now 
be identified.” 

PC Utley also asked for the pub¬ 
lic’s help in identifying the third 
suspect and asks anyone with 
information to call him on 101 
or Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555 111.

Not guilty - man acquitted of child 
abuse as CPS offers no evidence 


A SOUTHEND man who was charged 
with sex assaults against children has 
been exonerated by a court. 

Timothy Eastwell, 58, of Woodcote 
Road in Leigh on Sea, was charged 


with touching young children’s gen¬ 
itals and causing children to touch 
their own genitals. 

He was charged in October last 
year and appeared in court in January 


to deny the alleged offences. 

But the Crown Prosecution Service 
has now offered no evidence against 
Mr Eastwell and dropped all of the 
charges, prompting the court to for¬ 


mally find him not guilty. 

The acquittal was handed down on 
May 31 but could not be immedi¬ 
ately reported due to a court gagging 
order.

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New police appeal over

ESSEX Police has issued a fresh 
appeal for information about the death 
of Stuart Lubbock, after entertainer 
Michael Barrymore discussed the case 
in a high profile interview with Piers 
Morgan. 

Mr Lubbock, 31, from Harlow, 
was found in a swimming pool at Mr 
Barrymore’s Roy don home in March 
2001, and later died in hospital, having 
sustained multiple injuries. 

Mr Barrymore, who was one of 
Britain’s biggest primetime television 
stars at the time, was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of murder. 

However, the High Court recently 
ruled that the presenter was unlawfully 
arrested. 

Mr Barrymore discussed the inci¬ 
dent in an episode of Piers Morgan’s 
Life Stories, which aired on ITV1 on 
Saturday night, June 8. 

He told Mr Morgan that Mr Lubbock’s 
family ‘deserves proper answers’ but 
added: “I had nothing to do with Stuart. 
I am innocent. I am not 99.9 per cent 
innocent. I am 100 per cent innocent, 
and I am entitled to walk around with 
my head held high for the rest of my 
life.” 

Mr Barrymore said he understood 
why he may have looked evasive by not 
testifying at Mr Lubbock’s inquest, but 
he had been following lawyers’ advice. 


hindsight... I’m sorry. I couldn’t be 
more sorry. I have to live in hope that 
somehow, somewhere, there will be 
an answer. I just hope it will be within 
what is left of my life.” 

In response to the interview, Essex 
Police said its investigation into Mr 
Lubbock’s death remained open. 

Assistant Chief Constable Tim Smith, 
head of the Kent and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate, said: “The inves¬ 
tigation into Stuart’s death, and how 
he sustained such serious injuries, is 
still open. We owe it to him and his 
family to piece together exactly what 


happened in the swimming pool at Mr 
Barrymore’s home in 2001.” 

An Essex Police spokesman added: 
“Although it has been 18 year since 
Stuart’s tragic death, the pain of his loss 
and not really knowing what happened 
to him is no less painful for his father 
and family. They still want and need 
answers. The passing of time can mean 
that loyalties change, and we would 
urge anyone who now wishes to come 
forward to us with information about 
Stuart’s death to do so. It is never too 
late to do the right thing.” 

Anyone with information was urged 
to call Essex Police on 101.

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Library cuts 
protest march 



MORE than 600 people descended on County 
Hall last week to protest against the planned clo¬ 
sure or privatisation of up to 44 libraries. 

Campaigners braved wind and rain to march 
through Chelmsford on Saturday, June 8. 

Organiser Andy Abbott said: “Other than the 
weather, which was more October than June, the 
day went very well. 

“Essex has seen an unprecedented level of 
protest. Sixty-thousand have signed petitions. 
Hundreds upon hundreds have protested in towns 
and villages. And now our county town has seen 
the two largest protests it has seen in decades. 


The message to Essex Council is loud and clear: 
Essex says no to this act of cultural vandalism.” 

Tories plan to axe 25 libraries, including in 
deprived areas like Vange and Fryems, Basildon. 
A further 19 also face possible closure as County 
Hall will refuse to run them, only offering ‘sup¬ 
port’ if new organisations take them on. 

The cuts would save £2million a year. Essex 
Council blamed the plan on a drop in usage. 

Mr Abbott replied: “In response to austerity, 
libraries had their opening hours cut and the 
number of books was cut.

ON THE CASE - BY EDWARD CASE 


We can be heroes just for one day 


T HEY are all well into their 
90s now, the survivors 
of the D-Day landings. 
They are a proud bunch - 
their chests emblazoned with 
medals - but their generation 
are not in the habit of bigging 
themselves up, even though 
they are the ones with the 
most reason to. 

The stories they tell tend 
to be about camaraderie, 
because unless you were 
there you simply could not 
understand the rest. 

So they stand once again, 
as soldiers, sailors, airmen 
- defined by their actions 
of 75 years ago - not for 
themselves but in honour of 
friends who died right next 
to them - shells and machine 
gun fire raining down as 
they ran onto the beaches of 
Normandy that day in June 
1944. 

Their last duty is to rep¬ 
resent those who died and 
they do it with honour and 
humility. 

How they made it through 
when others all around them 
fell, the graphic detail forever 
etched into their memories, 
they put down to luck, still 
unable to understand why 
out of all those bullets, every 
one missed yet for the sake 
of a few inches someone else 
perished. 

They are bona fide heroes 
that we owe everything to for 
the freedoms we enjoy today. 
Maybe we should stop taking 


those things for granted. 

These young men were 
terrified and are not afraid 
to admit it, yet they pushed 
on, regardless of the horrors 
around them, and they pre¬ 
vailed because the alterna¬ 
tive was not acceptable. 

That’s true heroism and it 
should never be forgotten, or 
the reason for it. 

The far right must never 
again be allowed to get a 
foothold by exploiting eco¬ 
nomic or political unrest for 
its own twisted ends. 

We owe it to those 90-year- 
old giants among men and 
we owe it to ourselves. 

■ I’m no fan of Donald 
Trump - he is the least states¬ 
manlike of all statesmen. 

But while I defend the right 
of people to engage in peace¬ 
ful protest over his state visit 
last week, we need to separ¬ 
ate the man from the office. 

There was a thuggish ele¬ 
ment about the banner wav¬ 
ing and sloganeering which 
was hypocritical considering 
these people were claiming 
the moral high ground over 
the petulant man-child pres¬ 
ently serving as US President. 

Considering some of the 
monsters we’ve rolled out 
the red carpet for it was silly 
to get so hot under the col¬ 
lar. I may not like him, but at 
least he was democratically 
elected. 

And apart from his tweet 


about Saddiq Khan before 
even disembarking at 
Stansted, (it may have been 
true, but it was unworthy of 
the leader of the free world) 
he was on his best behaviour. 

Which can not be said 
about Jeremy Corbyn. 

Breaking bread with 
Hamas and Hezbollah is OK, 
but he can’t attend a banquet 
for the obnoxious billionaire 
businessman president and 
his trophy First Lady?

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Sugar ban at schools 



ALL schools in Havering should 
be sugar-free by 2022, according to 
the health committee of the London 
Assembly. 

The committee published a report 
last week investigating how to improve 
children’s dental health in the capital. 

One of its recommendations to 
Mayor of London Sadiq Khan is that 
every school in the capital should 
be sugar-free by 2022, and suggests 
becoming sugar-free should be a man¬ 
datory condition of a school receiving 
a Healthy Schools London award. 

The report said: “While schools are 
legally allowed to serve some sugary 
items, numerous schools across the 
capital have voluntarily become sugar 
free. 

“Some have gone even further and 
serve water only, banning all carbon¬ 
ated drinks regardless of sugar content. 

“We think that the mayor can make 
a bold statement and try to encour¬ 
age every single school in London to 
become sugar free by 2022. 

“Public authorities should organise 
familiarisation events at a borough or 
wider level between early years and 
education providers, local food sup¬ 
pliers and retailers, and public health 
experts. 

“These should aim to improve the 
quality of food provided by strength¬ 
ening supply chain relationships.” 

The report makes a call for a super¬ 
vised tooth brushing scheme at all 
London schools, saying every organi¬ 
sation who responded to the investiga¬ 
tion discussed this. 

“We heard how much of a difference 
supervised brushing can make to a 


young child’s dental health, 

by building good habits that last a 
lifetime,” it said. 

“Schools and early years staff will 
need training to deliver this, which 
could be done through working with 
NHS London to identify child oral 
health leads across each borough.” 

The report also concluded that every 
child in the capital needs to see a den¬ 
tist before they turn one year old. 

It said dentists should remind 
expecting parents about the import¬ 
ance of child dental care. 

“Public Health England recommends 
that a parent take their child to the den¬ 
tist when their first tooth shows, or at 
least by age one. 

“This is not just to check for issues, 
but it helps children get used to what a 
check-up is like and cements healthy 
habits for life.” 

The committee, made up of assembly 
members, spoke to dentistry experts 
and reviewed written evidence. 

Chairman Dr Onkar Sahota AM said: 
“Research in recent years has told us 
just how dangerous excess sugar is in 
our diet. 

“Tooth decay and diabetes are just 
some of the many negative outcomes 
if precautions are not taken. 

“Schools are the centre of a child’s 
education and a commitment to sug¬ 
ar-freedom would be revolutionary. 
Every child in London could have 
a sugar-free start in life - the health 
benefits would be enormous. 

“The Mayor has the clout to encour¬ 
age families and schools to make sure 
London children see dentists as early 
as possible, be part of a supervised 


brushing scheme and keep sugar to a 
minimum.” Cllr Jason Frost, Havering 
Council’s cabinet member for health, 
said: “As one of six pilot areas in 
London to take part in the Healthy 
Early Years London programme, 
Havering has been taking great strides 
to ensure that our children look after 
their teeth from an early age. 


“Working in partnership with other 
organisations, we’ve already delivered 
a fun and interactive Let’s Talk About 
Teeth programme to more than 40 
pre-schools, nurseries and day centres 
looking at avoiding tooth extractions, 
sugar content in their food and drinks, 
diet and supervised tooth brushing. 
The programme also provides infor¬ 


mation and support for parents. 

“This is in addition to another 40 
services supporting children that have 
signed up to the Healthy Early Years 
Programme to improve children’s den¬ 
tal health across the borough.”

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DIEGO FILM LACKS PUNCH 



DIEGO MARADONA (12A, 127 mins) Documentary. 

LONDON-BORN filmmaker Asif Kapadiacollected numer¬ 
ous awards including two Baftas for his turbo-charged 
documentary Senna, which constructed a multi-faceted 
portrait of sporting genius from hours of race footage, 
photographs, interviews and archive material. 

Three years later, he collected another Bafta and an 
Academy Award for his deeply moving and provocative 
account of the rise and fall of Amy Winehouse, which 
candidly addressed the singer’s bruising battle with drug 
and alcohol addiction. 

In his impeccably-constructed new documentary, 
Kapadia focuses on a deeply divisive figure, who emerged 
from the rubble of his spectacular self-destruction and 
has continued to make headlines off the football pitch. 

Diego Maradona begins on July 5 1984 with grainy 
footage of cars slaloming at speed through the winding 
streets of Naples bound for the Stadio San Paolo. 

Twenty-three year-old Diego Armando Maradona is 
about to be unveiled to more than 75,000 frenzied fans 
of ailing Serie A side SSC Napoli. 

Club president Corrado Ferlaino has paid a 
record-breaking £6.9 million to Barcelona, hoping that 
the Argentinian striker can loosen the stranglehold of 
clubs in northern Italy over the league. 

Maradona’s superstar status doesn’t extend to lavish 
perks. 

“I asked for a Ferrari and got a Fiat,” jokes the footballer 
in a voiceover. 

Diego Maradona lacks the emotional gut punch of 
Senna and Amy, but is nonetheless a compelling snap¬ 
shot of a self-made celebrity, who precipitated his own 
demise. 

The intriguing dilemma of Maradona’s divided loyalty, 
exemplified by his captaincy of Argentina against Italy at 
the 1990 World Cup, isn’t fully addressed on screen and 
remains a tantalising loose thread. 

On this one occasion, Kapadia’s film fails to emulate its 
charismatic subject and score in front of open goal.

New Audi A6 allroad on the way 


By David Whinyates 


T HE latest generation of Audi’s 
legendary A6 allroad quattro will 
hit Britain's byways and high¬ 
ways later this year with prices start¬ 
ing from around £55,000. 

This fourth generation of the 
go-anywhere estate car builds on the 
recently-launched A6 Avant but is a 
very different beast indeed. 

It comes with standard quattro 
all-wheel drive, eight speed Tiptronic 
auto transmission, adaptive air sus¬ 
pension and increased ground clear¬ 
ance. 

The adaptive air suspension with 
controlled damping has been tuned 
specifically for the A6 allroad quattro 
and can increase the ride height by 
up to 45mm depending on the road 
speed and mode set in the Audi drive 
select system. 

In auto and comfort modes, the A6 
allroad quattro sets off at standard 
ride height with a ground clearance of 
139 mm,which isthen actively adjusted 
according to speed. If the highest ride 
height is selected at speeds of up to 
22mph, the body is raised 45 mm. The 


body is lowered automatically when 
this speed is exceeded. At motor¬ 
way speeds of above 74mph, the ride 
height is lowered by 15 mm. 

If the driver sets off in offroad 
mode, which covers speeds up to 
49mph, the body is 30 mm higher 
than the normal ride height. Travelling 
at very slow speeds below 22mph, lift 
mode adds another15 mm, raising the 
ground clearance 45 mm above the 
normal position. 

In addition to the specially adapted 
suspension, the A6 allroad quattro 
offers additional comfort features 
including standard hill descent con¬ 
trol and tilt angle assist. When nego¬ 
tiating light terrain, the driver can 
call up a display on the MMI monitor, 
which shows the tilt angle in the longi¬ 
tudinal and transverse directions and 
if the vehicle is at risk of tipping over, a 
warning appears. 

Two V6 diesel engines with 48v mild 
hybrid technology and power outputs 
of 228 and 282bhp will be available 
initially and the allroad will come in 
either Sport trim or as a more com¬ 
prehensively equipped Vorsprung 
model.

Football mourns loss of Leyton Orient manager Justin Edinburgh 
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TRIBUTES have been paid to Leyton Orient man¬ 
ager Justin Edinburgh, who has died at the age of 49 
after suffering a cardiac arrest. 

The former Tottenham defender was taken to hos¬ 
pital on Monday, just weeks after guiding Orient to 
promotion back to the Football League. 

An Orient statement read: “It is with profound and 
utmost sadness that Leyton Orient announces its man¬ 
ager Justin Edinburgh has passed away. 

“Justin suffered a cardiac arrest last Monday and 
passed away on Saturday. 

“All our thoughts are with Justin’s wife Kerri and 
their children Charlie and Cydnie at this very sad 
time.” 

Edinburgh became Orient boss in November 2017 
after spells in charge at Newport, Gillingham and 
Northampton, all of whom sent their condolences. 

As a player he won the FA Cup and League Cup 
during a decade with Spurs while also turning out for 
Portsmouth and Southend. 

Tottenham were quick to pay tribute to their for¬ 
mer player, saying on Twitter: “We are deeply sad¬ 
dened and shocked to hear of the passing of Justin 
Edinburgh. 

“Our heartfelt condolences and thoughts go out to 
his family and friends at this terribly difficult time 
as well as everyone that worked alongside Justin at 
Leyton Orient.” 

His former Spurs team-mate Darren Anderton 
tweeted: “Can’t believe it., such sad news about 
Justin..it’s not fair. One of the greatest guys you could 
ever wish to meet. When you were around him, you 
just laughed and smiled constantly. RIP mate.” 

Orient chairman Nigel Travis told the club’s web¬ 
site: “We are completely heartbroken by this tragedy. 

“All our thoughts and love are with the Edinburgh 
family and we know from the messages that have 
flooded into the club over the last week that the wider 
football world will share our sentiments. 

“The success that Justin brought to Leyton Orient 
was incredible, but more importantly the impact he 
had on us all as a winner and a wonderful, inspira¬ 
tional human being will be his legacy and will stay 
with us forever.” 

Orient striker Macauley Bonne tweeted: “There are 
no words to describe the loss of our gaffer, our leader 
& inspiration. 

“First & foremost, my deepest condolences to 
Justin’s family. He brought us all together - we’re 
eternally grateful for everything you’ve done.” 

League Managers’ Association chairman Howard 
Wilkinson said: “Justin will be remembered by all in 
the game as a true professional. 

“A hard-working man who became successful as a 
player at the highest level of the game and turned his 
love of football into a life-long career as a coach and 
as a manager. 

“At a time when he should be celebrating the 
success of his team and preparing for the rewards of 
league football next season, he has been lost to the 
game and to his community too soon.” 

The Professional Footballers’ Association said: 
“We’re saddened to hear the news about Justin. 

“Our thoughts are with his friends and family and, 
of course, Leyton Orient at this difficult time.”
